Beloved, just as sure and steadfast was the promise of God to Abraham, to be 
both his shield and great reward,so too the Lord Jesus Christ is our shield and 
great reward. Indeed the Lord Jesus Christ is our shield from every enemy of our 
salvation: Satan, sin, and death itself [Genesis 15:1, 2 Samuel 22:3, Psalm 62:7].
